 H.B. NO. 834: AN ACT MAKING A REAPPROPRIATION TO THE

THE EXPENDITURE OF STATE GENERAL FUNDS AND SPECIAL FUNDS 
PREVIOUSLY APPROPRIATED FOR CONSTRUCTION AND/OR REPAIR
